Simon says severe 
shortage days over 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Federal 
Energy Administrator William E. 
Simon said today “ the days of 
severe shortages are over” but that 
Americans must continue vigorous 
action to conserve fuel and energy. 
“ We’re 
still 
going 
to 
have 
problems, but essentially we won’t 
have a shortage,” Simon told a 
meeting of the National Petroleum 
Council. 
Simon said gasoline allocations 
will gradually be increased in the 
months 
ahead 
as 
the 
supply 
continues to grow, “ but we can’t go 
back to the old ways.” 
Spot fuel shortages can be handled 
through changes in allocations, he 
said. 


“ The allocation program will be 
modified to changing conditions, but 
we will continue 100 per cent 
supplies to agriculture and will 
assure 100 per cent for industry.” 
The energy chief said Americans 
have moved out of the “ I don’t 
believe it” stage on the energy crisis 
to the “ who is to blame” stage. 
“ Now we must move out of this 
stage to solving the problem with 
the long-term goal of energy self- 
sufficiency by 1980,” he said. 
To accomplish this, Simon said, a 
permanent federal department will 
have to be created because energy 
problems are “ going to become a 
permanent part of our lives.”

Cook said he appeared three times 
before the same New York jury a 
month later and lied to it during his 
first two appearances. On the third 
session, he said, he told the truth. 
A key government witness, he will 
be cross-examined when the trial 
resumes today.

General John N. Mitchell are on 
trial on charges of conspiring to 
impede an SEC investigation of

investigating the case. 
Cook resigned from the SEC a 
month 
after his

He testified that he first discussed 
the Vesco gift with Stans on a goose 
hunt in a Texas rice field Nov. 13, 
1972, two weeks before the SEC filed 
charges against Vesco in a civil 
complaint.

Clear photos 
reported 
from Mercury 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - A 
robot space explorer launched last 
November was sending back “ clear, 
exciting” pictures today as it sped 
toward the surface of Mercury, 
televising the first good look at the 
little known planet hidden in the 
glare of the sun. 


Mariner 10 was scheduled to make 
its closest approach to Mercury 
—about 450 miles and more than 91 
million miles from earth —at 1:46 
p.m.PDT. 


At 
Caltech’s 
Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory, controllers said this 
morning that at a distance of 250,000 
miles, the 1,100-pound spacecraft 
was sending back “ extremely clear, 
exciting pictures of the surface, 
showing many details.” 


“ There are many craters of 
different 
sizes and shapes,” a 
spokesman 
said. 
“ Some 
have 
central peaks, and ray patterns are 
now visible, but a number of bright 
spots are still a puzzle.” 


At that distance, half the planet 
filled the cameras’ lenses, he said. 
But, he said, there was still no 
indication of what the surface of 
Mercury consists of. 


The 
cameras 
were 
clicking 
pictures at a rate of one every 42 
seconds. The picture signals are 
stored in the craft’s recorder and 
relayed to earth at a rate of 13 an 
hour.

HERMOSILLO, Mexico (U PI) - 
Friends and family of American 
diplomat John Patterson, clinging to 
hopes that he is still alive, collected 
cash today to pay off the “ Sept. 23 
Communist League” terrorists who 
kidnaped him a week ago. 
While Mexican army and police 
searched mountain areas east of 
here, U.S. Consul General Elmer 
Yelton said in a prepared statement 
Thursday that Patterson’s wife “ has 
made every possible effort to follow 
the instructions contained in the 
ransom note.” 
There were fears in some police 
circles that Patterson risks being 
executed as guerrilla revenge for 
the death of a “ Communist League” 
member after being taken into 
police custody near here shortly 
before Patterson was seized. 
The Hermosillo newspaper El 
Imparcial quoted “ good sources” as 
saying that $250,000— described as 
“ half the ransom” —has, in fact, 
already been paid in the city of 
Nogales on the Arizona border, 150 
miles from here.

The President’s decision came 
just hours before a late-afternoon 
deadline that Special Prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski had set for Nixon to 
respond to a grand jury subpoena for 
additional White House evidence. 
Nixon’s decision to honor the 
subpoena 
was 
telephoned 
to 
Jaworski s office at noon by James 
D. St. Clair, the President’s chief 
Watergate lawyer. 
Spokesmen for Jaworski had no 
comment other than to say “ we 
have not yet received the materials, 
we’ll look at them when they are 
received.” 
Jaworski’s office had indicated 
the grand jury probably would go to 
court next week if the subpoena was 
not honored. 
In a surprise action Thursday, 
Attorney General William B. Saxbe 
filed a friend of the court brief in a 
federal appeals court opposing the 
Senate Watergate Committee’s bid 
for several Watergate tapes in 
Nixon’s hands. 
The special prosecutor —who 
since the establishment of his office 
has had exclusive responsibility for 
Watergate matters —earlier filed a 
brief in the case but it took no 
position on whether the committee 
should receive them. 
One source close to the committee 
said he found it “ strangely curious” 
Saxbe should suddenly get into the 
act. 
The 
Washington 
Post Friday 
quoted Sen. Sam Ervin, D-N.C., 
chairman of the committee, as 
saying Saxbe had broken a pledge to 
keep out of the Watergate case. 


“ The 
attorney 
general 
has 
violated his solemn agreement that 
he made before his confirmation 
that he would leave all matters 
related to Watergate to Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski,” the 
Post quoted Ervin. 
The committee’s suit to obtain 
several White House Watergate 
tapes was rejected recently by a 
federal

court. 
The 
committee has appealed, and oral 
arguments are set for Tuesday 
before the U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals

Clair 
and 
lawyers

Jaworski’s staff held brief meetings 
Wednesday and Thursday, sessions 
described 
by

White House press spokesmen 
refused to comment, other than to 
say St. Clair was engaged in

versations” with Jaworski’s office.

White House, the materials sought

The first recently 
returned major indictments against 
seven former top White House and 
Nixon campaign aides in the Water­ 
gate coverup and its work is 
virtually concluded.

President in tribute

President Nixon paid tribute today 
to America’s Vietnam veterans, 
saying they served in “ a good cause, 
honorably undertaken and honorably 
ended.” 
Nixon, speaking without a hat or 
umbrella in a steady, cold drizzle at 
Vietnam Veterans Day ceremonies 
at Ft. McNair, said “ the highest 
tribute we can pay to them is that 
they served honorably and they 
served well.” 
South Vietnamese ambassador 
Tran Kim Phuong read a letter from 
President Nguyen Van Thieu in 
which he expressed “ the profound 
gratitude” of the South Vietnamese 
people to the American troops who 
served in Southeast Asia. 
Thieu said “ the world is much 
safer today after three generations 
of war because of the supreme 
sacrifice of American soldiers.” 
Nixon 
told 
mostly 
military 
audience of about 500 persons at the 
War College that he believed “ the 
verdict of history (about Vietnam) 


will be quite different from the kind 
of instant analysis we hear today.” 
The 
President, 
speaking 
of 
amnesty, said “ it sometimes seems 
more attention is directed at those 
who deserted America than to those 
who served America. 
Nixon, who wore a raincoat over 
his blue suit, said that respect for 
America was maintained during the 
Vietnam War because the nation 
perservered its effort in the face of 
heavy 
criticism 
from 
many 
quarters. 
He said the way to repay the 
nation’s debt to those who served 
and died in Vietnam was to keep 
America strong and “ to go forward 
seeking peace, but being prepared 
for war.”

Congressional 
efforts 
to 
widen

nation s voting laws to permit registration 
by post card are doomed to fall before a 
presidential veto, political observers in 
Washington predict. 


The current proposal appeals to many 
people largely because of the seeming ease 
of registration which it offers, eliminating 
the visit to an official office. Opposition to 
it, however, is somewhat more profound. 


California Congressman Burt L. Talcott 
is one who warns of its dangers. His 
opposition is four fold: 


It would, Talcott says, permit the 
federal government to usurp a traditional 
state function, voter registration. 
It would require a “huge new federal

bureaucracy ... when our times demand 
decentralization.“ 
The post card feature of the measure 
invites fraud since, he feels, a satisfactory 
method of verifying registrations has not 
been devised. 
Perhaps Talcott’s strongest objection is 
that “it would set a precedent for voting by 
mail.” 
This, 
he 
warns, 
“would 
be 
disastrous because it would permit each 
person’s vote to be 
monitored, 
thus 
destroying 
Am erica’s 
time-honored 
tradition of the secret ballot.’’ 
Improving the use of the suffrage is a 
goal sought by many. But the method of 
doing so must be very carefully studied 
and tested for possible malfunction. Too 
much that is crucial to the nation is at 
stake.

Hearst put up $2 million of his own 
funds for food to be distributed in 
the San Francisco area and pledged 
an additional $4 million, as the 
Symbionese had demanded, from 
the Hearst foundation when his 
daughter was released. 
After the first disgraceful free- 
for-all when the handout was poorly 
organized, it has been an orderly 
process. In one communication the 
Symbionese complained that the 
food was not first class since it 
failed to include beef and lamb.

injustice can be 
remedied by a vicious crime that 
adds up to one word: anarchy.

But the report added that rising 
food prices would almost certainly 
reverse 
this 
trend. 
In 
the 
intervening year prices have risen 
10 per cent, most of this being food 
increases. The latest price jump of 
1.3 per cent in February was the 
second worst in the inflation that 
began 10 years ago. 
The 
result 
is 
immediately 
measurable. Older people living on 
pension checks find it harder and 
harder to keep body and soul 
together. They subsist on two meals 
a day of the cheapest kind of food. 
The 
rich 
and 
the 
poor, 
the 
privileged and the dispossessed. 
These are the profound inequities 
that continue even in a society as 
affluent as ours. 
In 
the 
past 
40 
years 
many 
measures have been adopted to 
reduce these inequities. They have 
removed some of the worst cruelties 
such as child labor and the total 
neglect of the aged who can no 
longer work. But the gap between 
the top 4 or 5 per cent getting up to 
20 or 25 per cent of the national 
income and the bottom one-third is 
very great. 
As for Hearst’s personal ordeal it 
has not been helped by those bold 
spirits who say, “you should never 
give in to this sort of thing; never 
yield to their demands.” One can 
only ask what would be the response 
if their son or daughter were held 
with a gun to the head. 
Attorney General William Saxbe 
in one of his more conspicuous 
booboos said he saw no reason why 


the FBI should not move in since 
they surely knew where the hideout 
was. When it was called to his 
attention that this would mean Miss 
Hearst’s instant death, he quickly 
backtracked. 
Complicating the ordeal is the 
Symbionese 
demand 
that 
two 
prisoners held for the murder of a 
black 
school 
superintendent 
in 
Oakland be interviewed on national 
television. The claim is they could 
assist in Miss Hearst’s release. 
Initially the Symbionese said their 
a g e n ts 
had 
e x e c u te d 
th e 
superintendent. 
Recent weeks have seen a rash of 
kidnapings. Headlines on the Hearst 
case have apparently inspired sick 
and desperate minds to similar 
crime. Unlike the Symbionese with 
the Hearst girl, the victims have 
been 
released , 
the 
ransom 
recovered 
and 
almost 
without 
exception the kidnapers quickly 
caught. 
About it all, as in the instance of 
Princess Anne and Capt. Mark 
Phillips in London, is an air of 
terrifying unreality. 
In restoring the death penalty by a 
vote of 54 to 33 the Senate expressed 
the belief that hanging will deter 
such crimes. All the evidence is to 
the contrary. Sick minds are beyond 
consideration of the consequences 
whether it be life imprisonment or 
death. 
The only answer is the restoration 
of faith in a system that combines 
law and order with an unfailing 
effort to rectify injustice.

The Lompoc Valley Association 
for Retarded Citizens (LOVARC) 
recently initiated a program of 
activities for teen and young adult 
retarded 
and 
appointed 
Henry 
Marshall, 123 North D Street, as 
director 
Henry 
sent 
us 
some 
thoughts this week on treating the 
retarded that we found interesting 
and want to share: 
Working with the 
retarded is a great 
joy, but it also poses 
a great dilemma. 
What is it that we 
really want to ac­ 
complish? Obvious­ 
ly, it must be to 
“ normalize” them 
— to make them in 
our own image. And 
so, we have some 
stem measures to 
contemplate. 
For 
example: 
We must severely reduce the rate 
and volume of laughter and the 
number and warmth of smiles, 
giggles, 
chuckles 
and 
snickers 
among the retarded. Too much 
laughter, too much good humor is 
inappropriate. 
We must restrict and curtail 
spontaneous 
expressions 
of 
affection, joy, high 
spirits and 
enthusiasm which they continually 
exhibit. 
We must censor friendly, loving 
pats and hugs, holding hands and 
such unseemly irrational behavior 
as cheers and shouts and applause 
for some very slight achievement — 
such as knocking down one or two 
pins in a bowling game. 


We 
must 
somehow 
restrain, 
temper and discourage the absurdly 
irrelevant merriment, jollity and 
whimsical fun to which the retarded 
seem oddly addicted. 
We must endeavor to indoctrinate 
them 
with 
at 
least 
traces of 
selfish n ess, 
envy, 
laziness, 
prejudice and rudeness. 
We must instruct them in the 
sem antics 
of 
obscenity 
and 
vulgarity so that they will grow up 
to comprehend and appreciate X- 
rated 
movies 
and 
pornographic 
magazines. 
We must instill in them instincts 
ot rebellion, rejection, revolt and 
dissent. We should see to it that they 
are at least partially as revolting as 
their “ normal” peers. 
We must eradicate those tragic 
traits of docility, gentleness and 
serenity of disposition which seems 
to infect their personalities. 
We must demonstrate to them the 
disadvantages 
of 
direct 
and 
forthright 
conduct, 
honesty, 
frankness and sincerity. They must 
be persuaded that normal people do 
not comprehend or practice such 
dubious and devious traits. 
We must remind them that as a 
minority group, they are obliged to 


become “ involved” in “relevant” 
activities — such as agitation, 
demonstrations, 
strikes, 
making 
demands and acquiring clout. 
We must explain that as they 
represent a certain percentage of 
the population, they should also 
contribute a like percentage of 
kooks, 
dope 
addicts, 
oddballs, 
alcoholics, 
delinquents, 
criminal 
offenders, loafers, slobs, bums and 
queers to society. 
This is not an easy job. But if we 
are to make the retarded like us, it 
must be done.

Misspending

Probably 
no 
single 
use 
of 
educational dollars has been so 
galling to the public as that which 
the University of California is 
spending to maintain its top brass in 
luxurious living. Nearly $300,000 is 
allocated each year to provide 
mansions for UC president Charles 
J. Hitch, Vice President Chester 
McCorkle, and the chancellors at 
the nine campuses. That does not 
count the capital investment in the 
homes, some of which are valued in 
excess of $1 million. 


State Finance Director Verne Orr 
has, from time to time, been most 
critical of some of the spending 
policies of 
the 
University. 
He 
admits he is “burned up” at the fact 
the legislature has been approving 
funds not only for the homes but for 
servants to staff them. 
So it is an interesting exercise in 
logic to find Orr recommending an 
appropriation of $51,600 to provide 
tax dollars to be doled out to 15 state 
college presidents for “housing.” 
Orr indicated he has been persuaded 
by Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke that 
housing is customarily furnished 
college presidents. He said it will 
aid in the recruitment of college 
presidents and assist them in their 
e x p e n se s 
“ n e c e s s a ry 
fo r 
entertainment.” 


In view of the fact that a similar 
proposal by Orr last year was 
promptly rejected by the legislature 
it would seem he has another motive 
in renewing the budget proposal. 
For Orr is too good a finance 
director not to know that the $50,000 
would only be the camel’s head 
under the tent. In fact, while he is 
proposing only $300 a month for the 
presidents, 
Dumke 
has already 
asked for more than twice that to 
maintain 
the 
$350,000 
Bel 
Air 
mansion in which he resides at a 
rental of only $136 a month. The 
home was a recent gift to the state 


was 
promptly 
Dumke for his 
colleges 
which 
appropriated by 
residence. For ten years prior to 
that he had provided his own home. 
And Orr knows that once the 
precedent of housing allowances to a 
select group of state employes had 
been established there will be a 
constant clamor from all other 
employes for equal treatment. 
It is far more likely that Orr is 
being devious. By again raising the 
housing issue in connection with the 
state 
college 
presidents 
he 
is 
spotlighting 
the 
unw arranted 
practice of UC in providing housing 
for its select group. This conclusion 
is strengthened by the declarations 
made by Orr that the legislature in 
approving funds for UC housing and 
denying the same for the state 
colleges 
is 
engaging 
in 
rank 
discrimination. 
The fact that the homes are not 
essential to the jobs is self evident. 
The fifteen colleges have filled the 
jobs 
without 
providing 
homes. 
Dumke served as chancellor for ten 
years without the state furnishing 
him 
a 
re sid e n c e . 
H itc h ’s 
predecessor, Clark Kerr, lived ir a 
private residence. 
Since the salaries for Hitch and 
Dumke are $55.000 and those of the 
chancellors and college presidents 
range up to more than $45,000, they 
can well afford to provide for 
themselves. As Legislative Analyst 
Alan Post declared: “The salaries 
are set to accommodate the need for 
housing and some entertainment 
expense.” 
If, as some think, paying Hitch 
and Dumke salaries greater than 
th a t 
paid 
the 
governor 
is 
unw arranted, 
certain ly 
the 
providing of homes and servants in 
addition is clearly a misspending of 
educational dollars which should be 
used to do the job for which the 
university 
and 
colleges 
were 
established.
